(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Juutilainen (US 4,577,267). 

Juutilainen discloses a power supply device (figure 5) comprising a rectification 
circuit (a and b) for rectifying AC power and a DC voltage reduction means (c, d, e, f, 
and g) for stepping down the DC output from the rectification circuit, wherein said 
voltage reduction means is a non-insulation type DC/DC converter (c and d) and a self- 
excited oscillation type converter (e, f, and g) having a primary side (e) connected to the 
output side of said non-insulation type DC/DC converter and a secondary side (g) used 
as the power supply output. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Santelmann (US 3,353,080) is cited to show a power supply device similar to the 
recited invention. 
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Tomota (US 3,478,256), Chambers et al (US 3,967,181 and 4,030,024), Inoue et 
al (US 4,307,440), Seer (US 4,510,564), Remson (US 5,070,439 and 5,239,453), Kates 
(US 5,430,641), and Kijima (US 5,675,491) are cited to show power supply devices old 
and known in the art at the time of the invention.
